Mrs Erving Winslow gave a most en ter­ 
taining reading before the Middlesex W o­ 
men's club In Colonial hall yesterday af­ 
ternoon. 
Her selection was an English 
version of “E lectra,” by Pere* Ualdos. 
tho leading dram atist of Spain. 
It is a 
five-act dram a and though the rending 
took two full hours, at tin time did the 
play drag. Mrs. Winslow possesses a rare 
histrionic power and she Impersonated 
the widely varying characters In a most 
artistic manner. 
The scene of the play Is laid in M a­ 
drid. at the present time. 
Electra, the 
heroine, lives with 
her 
aunt and her 
aun t's husband, her mother, an erring 
woman, having repented and died In a 
convent when 
Electra 
was a child of 
five. The name of Klectra’s father Is un­ 
known to her, and with the touch of a 
true artist, the author succeeds In hold­ 
ing tin* reader in doubt as to his Iden­ 
tity, even when the curtain falls upon 
the lest act. 
Maximo. 
Electra’* lover. 
Is a young widower, and a kinsman of 
Electra a uncle. 
The complications of the 
play grow 
out of the schemes of P ants is. th*- strong, 
austere religionist, 
who. authorised by 
P lectra's aunt and uncle, assumes the 
charge of her soul. 
This m a n s person­ 
ality stands out. amid 
the every-day 
scenes of the first acts of the dram a, like 
an old i ortralt on th*- walls of a modern 
apartm ent. 
Stern, 
unyielding, 
aunters, 
Ilia nature cramped by fanaticism, he will 
hesitate at nothing In Ilia attem pt to com­ 
pel the girl to enter a convent and a s ­ 
sume the religious life. 
To effect this 
purpose he tells her that Maximo Is her 
brother, that bls father was one of the 
m o th e rs 
lovers. 
And here comes 
In 
again the touch of the 
m aster artist. 
The reader Is ever In doubt as to whether 
the story Is a deliberate Ile or a mere 
mistake 
If It is a fraud, as one must 
strongly suspect, It still doss not stam p 
the man as a vill tan, because the ch ar­ 
acter Is so strongly drawn, it is so ap par­ 
ent thot hts intent, w hatever the means 
he may have used, was a pious one. that 
the listener admires while shuddering. 
As to the secret of P an taja s Intense 
Interest In Electra, that, ton, Is in doubt, 
probably he had In former years cher­ 
ished a love for her mother, but later re­ 
pented of what he believed to bo his hor­ 
rible sin, and wished 
to include her. 
through her daughter, In his scheme of 
spiritual regeneration. 
W hatever may have been P an taia's real 
interest in the beautiful child of IN, he 
holds to his purpose unrelentingly, until 
defeated by her lover and his friends. 
This Is brought about through a beautiful 
scene, In which Electra, In the cemetery 
of the convent, ares her m other In a vis­ 
ion. and I* assured by her that she aud 
Maximo are not bound by tie s of blood. 
It It is also Indicated, but not fully re ­ 
vealed In the play, that Eleetra's true 
father Is Questa, a gentle, lovable man 
of a r ta l ability, who treats her as a 
father, but does not reveal himself to 
he* aa such, and who dies before she is 
united to Maximo. 
The conflict between Maximo, who is 
all impatient abd eager to report to vio­ 
lence to regain Electra, and the stern, 
dominating force of Pantaja. is as strong 
a hit of dramatic work as one will often 
see. 
“ You ane physical fores.'' says P a n ­ 
fuls, "T am spiritual fores:” and u I will 
rely upon my will. strengthened by Ood’s 
w ill.” 
“I. too. rely on (Sod.” saya M axi­ 
mo. at last: and then comas the vision to 
Electra, the pure-minded, spiritus! maiden 
which reveals to her the truth and guides 
I her In her choice between her lover and

The 
visit to the islands was made last Septem­ 
ber. 
Investigation was general and cov­ 
ered all questions with which the govern­ 
ment possibly could be concerned, includ­ 
ing the laws, local and federal, and their 
execution, the public lands, labor, the 
plantations, the harbors, 
taxation, the 
leprosy settlement, Queen 
Liltuokalam a 
claims and other subjects. 
The condition 
of affairs of tho leper settlement on the 
island of Molokai excited the 
liveliest 
Interest. 
The commission recommends that the 
management of the colony be transferred 
to the Marine 
hospital 
service, with 
headquarters In Washington, and that a 
general leproearto or retreat for all tho 
lepers of the Ignited States be

to utilise the public domain solely for

quently but very little of

lands are being sold, but large tracts 
placed 
under long leases, 
a 
policy 
which, In the Judgment of your com ­ 
mittee, should not be continued under 
any circumstances or for any length 
of time." 
In addition to the recommendation 
that the leasing system be abolished 
the committee suggests th a t the con­ 
trol of the lands Immediately be taken 
from the territorial government and be 
vested in the Interior departm ent at 
Washington. 
The centralized character of

artistic manner. 
The scene of the play is laid in M a­ 
drid, a t the present time. 
Electra, the 
heroine, lives with 
her 
au n t and her 
a u n t's husband, her mother, an erring 
woman, having repented and died in a 
convent when Electra was a child of 
five. The name of E lectra’* father is un- 
known to her, and w ith tile touch of a 
true artist, the author succeeds in hold­ 
ing the reader In doubt as to his iden­ 
tity. even when the curtain falls upon 
the last act. 
Maximo. Electra'* lover. 
is a young widower, and a kinsman of 
E lectra’* uncle. 
The complications of the play grow 
out of the schemes of P an taja, the strong, 
austere religionist, 
who, authorized by 
E lectra’#* aunt and uncle, assumes the 
charge of lu r soul. 
This m an ’s person­ 
ality stands out, amid 
the every-day 
scenes of the first act* of the dram a, like 
an old portrait on the walls of a modern 
apartm ent. 
Stern, 
unyielding, 
austere, 
his n ature crumped by fanaticism, he will 
hesitate at nothing in his attem p t to com­ 
pel the girl to enter a convent and a s ­ 
sum e the religious life. 
To > fleet this 
purpose he tells her (hat Maximo is her 
brother, that his father was one of tile 
m other’s 
lovers. 
And here comes 
in 
again the touch of the 
m aster artist. 
The reader is ever in doubt as to whether 
the story is a deliberate lie or a mere 
mistake, 
lf it is a fraud, as one must 
strongly suspect, it still does not stamp 
the m an as a villian. because the char­ 
acter is so strongly drawn, it is so ap par­ 
ent thot his intent, w hatever the means 
he m ay have used, was a pious one, that 
the listener admires while shuddering 
As to the secret of P an taja s intense 
Interest In Electra, that, too, is in doubt, 
probably he had in former years cher­ 
ished a love for her mother, but later re­ 
pented of what he believed to be his hor­ 
rible sin, and wished 
to include her, 
through lier daughter, in his scheme of 
spiritual regeneration 


holds to his purpose unrelentingly, until 
defeated by her lover and his friends. 
This is brought about through a beautiful 
scenp, in which Electra, In the cemetery 
of the convent, sees her m other In a vis­ 
ion, and Is assured by her that she and 
Maximo are not bound by ties of blood. 
It it is also Indicated, but not fully re­ 
vealed in the play, that E lectro's true 
father is Questa, a gentle, lovable man 
of great ability, 
who treats her as a 
father, but does not reveal himself to 
her as such, and who dies before she is 
united to Maximo. 
The conflict between Maximo, who is 
all Impatient and eager to resort to vio­ 
lence to regain Electra, and the stern, 
dom inating force of P antaja.

Winslow gave a most enter­ 
taining reading before the Middlesex Wo­ 
men's club in Colonial hall yesterday af­ 
ternoon. 
Her selection was an English 
version of "Electra,” by Perez Galdos, 
the leading dramatist of Spain. 
It is a 
flve-act drama and though the reading 
took two full houis, at no time did the 
play drag. Mrs. Winslow possesses a rare 
histrionic power and 
she impersonated 
the widely varying characters In a most 
artistic manner. 
The scene of the piny is laid In M a­ 
drid, at the present time. 
Electra, the 
heroine, lives with 
her 
aunt and hor 
aunt’s husband, her mother, an erring 
woman, having repented and died in a 
convent when Electra was a child of 
five. The name of Electra's father is un­ 
known to her, and with tile touch of a 
true artist, the author succeeds in hold­ 
ing the reader in doubt us to his iden­ 
tity, even when the curtain falls upon 
the hist act. 
Maximo, Electra's lover, 
is a young widower, and a kinsman of 
Electra’s uncle. 
The complications of the play grow 
out of the schemes of Pantaja. the strong, 
austere religionist, 
who, authorized by 
Electra's aunt and uncle, assumes the 
charge of her soul. 
This man’s person­ 
ality stands out. amid 
scenes of the first acts of the drama, like 
an old portrait on the walls of a modern 
apartment. 
Stern, 
unyielding, 
austere, 
his nature cramped by fanaticism, he will 


holds to his purpose unrelentingly, until 
defeated by her lover and his friends. 
This is brought about through a beautiful 
scene, in which Electra, in the cemetery 
of the convent, sees her mother in a vis­ 
ion, and is ‘assured by her that she and 
Majtimo are not bound by ties of blood. 
It it is also indicated, but not fully re­ 
vealed In the play, that Electra's true 
father is Questo, a gentle, lovable man 
of great ability, who treats her as a 
father, hut does not reveal himself to 
her as such, and who dies before she is 
united to Maximo. 
The conflict between Maximo, who is 
all impatient and eager to resort to vio­ 
lence to regain Electra, and the stern, 
dominating force of Pantaja, Is as strong 
a bit of dramatic work as one will often 
see. 
"You are physical force,” says Pan­ 
taja, "I am spiritual force;” and " I will 
rely upon my will. strengthened by God s 
will.” 
"I. too, rely on God," says Maxi­ 
mo, at last; and then comes the vision to 
Electra, the pure-minded, spiritual maiden 
which reveals to her the truth and guides 
her In her choice between her lover and 
the life of a religieuse.

there. 
Sunday he w as about the house 
as usual and chatted as gally as ever 
with those there. 
It was more than an ordinary day 
for him and he made It a memorial 
one for his friends. 
He had invited 
them to celebrate with him his 30th 
birthday. 
There was no one at the 
table In better humor than the host. 
W hen the supper was over he bade 
each of his guests good light in hi* 
usual cheerful way. 
Before he retired to his room for the 
night he asked his landlady to call 
him a t 7 a. rn. 
There was nothing in 
his m anner or actions to indicate th at 
he had any intention of taking his life. 
Yet he m ust hffve gone directly to his 
room and made preparations for leav­ 
ing the world. 
In the quiet of hi* 
room he s a t down and wrote his will, 
in which he left all the money; he had 
saved to Miss Nellie Brown who w ork­ 
ed with him In the business house, ex­ 
cept w hat he had given to his land­ 
lady that his desire to have his body 
burled In his old home could be c a r­ 
ried out. 
In the letter to Miss Rrown he told 
her th a t he was suffering from an In­ 
curable disease and was tired of a life 
th a t offered no bright prospects. Other 
letters he wrote to a married sister 
and to his parents In his H ungarian 
home and to friends there and In this 
country. 
Then, having bid adieu to 
everyone he cared for, he took the 
poison.

from this 
city w as broached first but th e tow ns­

w ater in th e high service reservoir in 
this city w as 
found to be insufficient 
to give m ore th an 25 pounds pressure 
w hen piped to N orth T ew ksbury. 
According to a special town meeting 
held in January, 1902, the special com­ 
mittee named above was appointed to in- 
vfstipate the cost of modern water sup­ 
ply. The committee reported back a plan

The committee reported at the regu­ 
lar meeting, which appropriated $700 to be 
expended by the committee to continue 
th dr investigation and report in a vear, 
when steps would be taken to have logis­ 
tics that would bring about the desired 
w ater supply.
